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Rural  District  of  Glendale 


ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1937. 


THE  Area  of  Glendale  is  147,698  acres.  The  resident 
population,  according  to  the  Registrar-General’s  estimate 
at  Mid-Summer,  1937,  was  7,526,  a decrease  from  1936  of  117. 

During  the  year  thirteen  new  houses  were  built  in  the 
district  and  five  unaided.  The  rateable  value  was  £2 6,888, 
and  id  rate  in  the  £1  was  £i2g.  As  the  acreage  of  tillage 
land  gets  less  and  less  year  by  year  the  population  is  bound 
to  decrease.

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The  birth  rate  of  12.37  is  lower  than  the  previous  year, 
which  was  13.08  and  lower  than  that  of  England  and  Wales, 
which  was  14.9. 

The  death  rate  was  15.11,  which  is  higher  than  the 
previous  year,  which  was  14.91,  and  compares  very  unfavour- 
ably with  12.4  for  England  and  Wales.  The  influx  in  com- 
paratively recent  years  of  elderly  people  retiring  to  Wooler 
may  partly  account  for  the  high  death  rate.  The  decrease  in 
the  birth  rate  may  be  partly  accounted  for  by  the  gradual 
decrease  of  the  rural  population.  Except  for  the  prevalence 
of  chiekenpox  other  notifiable  diseases  were  comparatively  few 
in  number. 


The  General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

There  is  one  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
district  and  five  District  Medical  Officers  under  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee,  who  are  also  Public  Vaccinators  in 
their  respective  districts.  There  is  one  whole-time  Sanitary 
Inspector,  who  is  also  inspector  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  also  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  and  under  the 
Housing  and  Petroleum  Acts.  He  holds  the  certificate  of 
the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute. 

Health  Visitors. 

There  are  two  Health  Visitors  under  the  supervision  of 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Nursing. 

Several  District  Nurses,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
County  Nursing  Association,  attend  to  the  needs  of  the  people 
in  their  homes. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  analysis  are  sent  to  the 
County  Bacteriological  Laboratory  under  the  County  Medical 
Officer  and  specimens  for  chemical  analysis  to  the  County 
Analyst, 
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Ambulance  Facilities. 

1 he  Local  Authority  has  arranged  with  the  Berwick 
Authority  to  be  supplied  with  ambulance  facilities  when 
tequired.  Ambulance  facilities  can  also  be  obtained  at  short 
notice  from  Alnwick  or  Kelso.  Berwick  and  Alnwick  are 
distant  about  16  miles  and  Kelso  about  20. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Children’s  Clinics  are  held  at  stated  intervals  in  the 
district  under  the  supervision  of  a Medical  Practitioner  and 
Health  Visitor. 

Hospitals.  Public  and  Voluntary. 

1 here  is  no  Public  or  Voluntary  Hospital  in  the  district. 
Patients  are  sent  either  to  Berwick  or  Alnwick  Infirmaries, 
where  arrangements  have  been  made  for  admission.  There  is 
an  Isolation  Hospital  in  Glendale  belonging  to  the  Local 
Authority.  It  has  recently  been  reconstructed,  it  has  a good 
water  supply,  hot  and  cold  water  with  modern  sanitation  and 
contains  two  wards  answering  all  the  requirements  of  the 
district.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report 
the  Isolation  Hospital  was  occupied  for  the  first  six  weeks  of 
the  year  by  six  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  the  improvements 
made  in  1934  proved  of  great  benefit. 

At  a later  date  in  the  year  one  case  of  diphtheria  was 
isolated  in  the  hospital  and  was  discharged  cured.  Since  the 
closing  of  the  Public  Assistance  Institution  in  Wooler  there 
is  no  mortuary  or  provision  for  holding  post  mortems  in  the 
district,  which  is  found  to  be  a great  want. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies. 

'I  he  water  supply  of  Wooler  derived  from  springs  on 
Wooler  Common  still  continues  to  be  satisfactory  and  plenti- 
ful. It  supplies  Wooler  by  gravitation  and  is  owned  by  the 
inhabitants.  Fresh  supply  bv  boring  has  been  under  con- 
struction for  Milfield.  The  supply  at  Branxton  has  been  taken 
over  by  the  Council  and  improved  during  the  year.  There  is 
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a prospect  of  an  improvement  being  made  to  the  water  supply 
of  Chatton.  Fuller  account  is  given  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  report. 

Sewerage. 

The  sewerage  works  at  Lowick  were  completed  during  the 
year  and  are  so  far  satisfactory.  The  sewage  disposal  works 
at  Milfield  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Engineer  and  are  awaiting 
the  completion  of  the  water  supply. 

Sewage  Treatment. 

At  Wooler,  Lowick,  and  Bowsden  the  sewage  is  treated 
by  septic  tanks  and  filter  beds,  which  give  satisfactory 
effluence.  Milfield  and  Branxton  sewage  disposal  works  are 
under  construction. 

Scavenging. 

The  scavenging  of  Wooler,  Lowick,  Wark,  and  Chatton 
is  let  bv  contract  and  is  satisfactorily  done. 

Sanitary  Conveniences . 

Sanitary  conveniences  are  provided  in  Wooler  for  the 
general  public  with  a liberal  supply  of  water  which  prove  to 
be  a great  boon.  A few  of  the  schools  in  the  district  still  have 
earth  closets  which  are  not  satisfactory  where  water  is  obtain- 
able, but  owing  to  the  prospect  of  different  arrangements  being 
made  in  the  grouping  of  the  schools  the  matter  may  be  left 
for  the  present.  The  arrangements  for  the  medical  inspection 
of  the  school  children  seem  to  be  the  same  as  before. 

Housing. 

In  regard  to  housing  and  sanitation,  a full  report  is  given 
in  the  report  and  tables  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

I would  refer  this  to  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectoi , 
who  gives  full  details. 

Workshops  and  Work  Peaces. 

Report  on  these  is  also  given  in  the  Sanitary  Inspectoi  s 
report, 
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Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food , 


Specimens  for  chemical  examination  are  sent  to  the 
County  Analyst  and  for  bacteriological  examination  to  the 
laboratory  under  the  Count's"  Medical  Officer. 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

In  1937  there  were  57  eases  of  chiekenpox,  all  of  a mild 
type.  Of  the  other  notifiable  diseases  there  were  six  scarlet 
fever,  four  of  diphtheria,  and  nine  of  pneumonia..  Of  the 
cases  of  pneumonia  four  died.

1936,  namely,  13  as  against  17.  Patients  realise  earlier  year 
by  year  the  seriousness  of  the  disease  and  seek  treatment  much 
sooner  than  was  formerly  the  case  and  take  advantage  of  the 
highest  surgical  skill  to  be  got  at  the  Roybal  Victoria  Infir- 
mary, Newcastle,  which  is  within  reach.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 
for  the  Year  ending  31st  December , 1937 . 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 

COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1937. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  Scavenging  Contractors  at  Wooler,  Lowick,  W ark, 
and  Chatton  carried  out  their  duties  satisfactorily  during  the 
year.  The  rest  of  the  district  has  been  well  attended  to. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district  have  been  well 
regulated  and  kept  clean  during  the  year.  We  have  five 
registered  houses  in  the  district,  four  in  Wooler,  and  one  at 
Lowick.  Also  one  licensed  house  at  Howtel.  They  are  all 
well  lighted,  well  ventilated  and  have  good  water  supplies. 
The  Humane  Killer  is  used  for  all  animals. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

We  have  twenty-five  dairies  in  our  district  and  the 
number  of  cows  kept  is  196.  They  are  all  well  attended  to 
and  kept  clean.  We  have  one  tuberculin  tested  dairy  and 
three  who  produce  accredited  milk.  No  samples  of  milk  were 
taken  for  testing  during  the  year. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  AND  DISINFECTIONS. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  was  occupied  for  the  first  six  weeks 
of  the  year  by  six  scarlet  fever  patients.  The  improvements 
which  were  carried  out  in  1934  have  proved  a gieat  boon 
especiallv  the  w.c.hs,  bath,  and  hot  water.  One  diphtheria 
patient  was  in  the  hospital  for  eight  weeks  in  the  later  months 

of  the  year. 
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Thirteen  rooms  were  disinfected  during  the  year  by  means 
of  Formalin  Vapour  and  ten  sets  of  bedding,  etc.,  were  put 
through  the  steam  disinfector. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  was  disinfected  twice. 

WATER  SUPPLIES  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  water  supplies  and  sewage  disposal  works  in  the 
district  were  all  quite  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  new  borehole  water  supply  for  Milfield  was  practically 
completed  at  the  end  of  the  year.  New  drainage  systems  and 
water  supplies  were  put  in  at  Wooler  Common,  West  Weet- 
wood,  and  Middleton  Hall 

HOUSING,  ETC. 

During  the  year  thirteen  new  houses  were  built  in  the 
district.  Two  in  Wooler,  one  at  Kirknewton,  one  at  Barmoor, 
one  at  Ford,  and  eight  Council  houses  at  Lowick. 

Six  new  Council  houses  were  started  at  Branxton  and  eight 
at  Milfield. 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  Wooler  Slum  Clearance 
Scheme  was  increased  during-  the  year. 

Under  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts,  six  cottages 
were  remodelled  and  improved  at  West  Weetwood,  itwTo  at 
Middleton  Hall,  one  at  Kilham,  and  two  at  Lowick.  The 
house  at  Wooler  Common  was  remodelled  and  brought  up  to 
modern  standards. 

WORKSHOPS  AND  WORKPLACES. 

The  workshops  and  workplaces  in  the  district  were  con- 
ducted satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

We  have  now  three  bakehouses  in  Wooler  and  three  in 
Lowick. 

All  are  well  kept  and  well  managed.

FIRE  BRIGADE. 

The  Fire  Engine  was  turned  out  twice  during  the  year, 
once  for  a fire  and  once  for  a practice. 

Our  equipment  is  a Merryweather  250  Gallon  Trailer 
Pump  with  about  one  thousand  yards  of  2\  inch  hose  and  two 
three  gallon  extinguishers.
